Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claim 15 is directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to a picture display device, classified in class 313, 
subclass 440. 

II. Claim 15, drawn to the process of scanning within the picture device, 
classified in class 348, subclass 196. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the process of 
scanning within the display tube could be performed within a display tube having a cone 
portion whose internal cross-section has a ratio which is less than the ratio of the 
display screen. 
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Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim 15 is withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities:

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-14 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The best prior art of record discloses a cathode ray tube having a cone portion 
wherein a deflection system is attached to the cone portion, the cone portion has an 
internal outline which has a long axis/short axis ratio which is smaller than the long 
axis/short axis ratio of the display screen of the cathode ray tube. However, the prior art 
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fails to teach or fairly suggest at least one cross-section of the cone portion with an 
internal outline which has a long axis/short axis ratio which is larger than or equal to the 
long axis/short axis ratio of the display screen of the cathode ray tube as claimed in 
claim 1 . Claims 2-7 are allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

The best prior art of record discloses a cathode ray tube having a cone portion 
wherein a deflection system is attached to the cone portion, the cone portion has an 
internal outline which has a long axis/short axis ratio which is smaller than the long 
axis/short axis ratio of the display screen of the cathode ray tube. However, the prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest an electron beam envelope wherein the long axis/short 
axis ratio of the envelope is greater than the long axis/short axis ratio of the display 
screen of the cathode ray tube as claimed in claim 8. Claims 9-14 are allowable by 
virtue of their dependency.
